Mattapoisett Planning for 150th Birthday

August 7, 2007 will mark the 150th year since 
the Town of Mattapoisett separated from Rochester and 
became its own community, thus marking the town's 
Sesquicentennial Anniversary. 

The Town of Mattapoisett is planning a week- 
long celebration to be held next August that will include 
a parade, music, dancing and many other activities for 
residents of all ages. 

According to historical records, there was a lot of 
dissent and jealousy between the Towns of Mattapoisett, 
Rochester and Marion, and "one issue that always caused 
trouble was where the Town Meetings were to be held. 
The bickering grew very heavy between Mattapoisett and 
Rochester. Mattapoisett decided to pull away from Plym- 
outh Coimty and Rochester and go to Bristol County." 

Seth Mendell, a member of the Mattapoisett His- 
torical Society, is helping to plan the event in addition to 
Steering Committee co-chairs Jordan CoUyer and Marga-

veloped into a hugely successful networking venture that 
involves many area organizations, churches and busi- 
nesses. The foundation of the program is the giving tree.

Staffing Shifts 
Marion Clerk, Administrator Move On 

Marion's elected Town Clerk /Treasurer/ Collec- 
tor Debra Blanchette announced last week that she has 
accepted the appointed position of Treasurer for the Town 
of Barnstable. Her appointment was confirmed by the 
Barnstable Town Council on Thursday, June 15. 

"I've been blessed to have had the opportunity 
to serve the Town of Marion all these years," said Ms. 
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Blanchette. "I've worked very hard every day to live up to 
the responsibilities entrusted to me by the voters. Fortu- 
nately, I've been aided by an exceptional staff who share 
my commitment to high quality public service." 

Ms. Blanchette was first elected to these three po- 
sitions in 1993 and has held them ever since. She indicated 
that she does not intend to resign immediately from her 
Marion offices, as there are too many urgent matters that 
must be handled. Ms. Blanchette noted that she will con- 
tinue to fulfill her responsibilities to Marion for a number 
of months to allow for the selection of a qualified succes- 
sor or successors and an orderly transition. 

Of her new position, Ms. Blanchette remarked, "It 
is a very positive change, professionally and personally. 
I could not pass up the opportunity to focus exclusively 
on the duties of Treasurer in a substantially larger, profes- 
sional setting." 

The Town of Barnstable has a year-round popula- 
tion of approximately 50,000 compared to Marion's 5,200. 
Barnstable is made up of seven villages: Barnstable, West 
Barnstable, Centerville, Osterville, Cotuit, Marstons Mills, 
and Hyannis. 

During a special meeting of the Marion Board 
of Selectmen held on Monday night, June 19, the board 
announced that Town Administrator Jack Dolan had 
also submitted his resignation and planned to cease his 
employment with the town by the end of the week. The 
Selectmen had previously negotiated a $65,000 buyout

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agreement with Mr. Dolan in lieu of the three-year con- 
tracted the board signed with him in January guarantee- 
ing him at least $78,000 annually over three years. 

"At Mr. Dolan's request, he will be leaving his 
position by the end of this month," read Chairman Jeffrey 
from a prepared statement. "This settlement agreement 
also provides for a lump-sum payment to Mr. Dolan 
in return for a standard release of any and all potential 
claims against the town arising out of his employment. 
We specifically acknowledge in the Agreement that Mr. 
Dolan has fulfilled his obligations to the town. We know 
Mr. Dolan wishes the town well and we wish him all the 
best in his future endeavors." 

According to newly-elected Selectman Roger 
Blanchette, Mr. Dolan's departure was essentially a done 
deal when he came on board, and he understood that Mr. 
Dolan had already drawn up his resignation pending the 
outcome of the Annual Town Election, which ultimately 
resulted in Mr. Blanchette' s defeating incimibent Select- 
man David Pierce.

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Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

June 20, 2006 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, June 6 at 7:00 pm by 
Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were Selectman 
Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman Roger Blanchette, and Secre- 
tary Helene Craver Outgoing Town Administrator Jack 
Dolan was not present for the meeting. 

The board first approved the minutes of the June 
6 meeting and then met with Fire Chief Richard Guerzoni 
regarding the town's newly-purchased used ladder truck 
which recently caught fire. 

"The ladder truck suffered a fire," said Chief 
Guerzoni. "It was delivered to Marion on May 10. It was 
placed into service on May 17. On May 20, a starting 
problem occurred and a mechanic repaired a fault in the 
wiring harness. On June 5, while in transit to North Attle- 
boro (for repairs), the ladder truck caught fire. The vehicle 
remains quarantined at Greenwood Apparatus. 1 met with 
a representative from Greenwood ... and we're in discus- 
sions with our insurance carrier." 

Chief Guerzoni said estimated repair costs are in 
excess of $2,000 and he was told either a hydraulic line or 
hydraulic pump at the rear of the engine compartment is 
what caught fire. 

"It's my understanding we have a $300 deduct- 
ible," Chief Guerzoni said, "and we have comprehensive

coverage. 

At 7:08 pm the board met with Ray Pickles, Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Carver/ Marion /Wareham (CMW) 
Regional Refuse District, to discuss the financing of the 
construction of the new transfer station on Benson Brook 
Road in Marion. 

According to Mr. Pickles, the assessment to each 
member town is based on the amount of tonnage depos- 
ited. Marion's estimated share would be about 25.68 per- 
cent, or $8,000 for the first year to about $6,500 at the end 
of the fifth year. The total cost of the project is estimated to 
be $125,000. 

"In the scheme of things, this has been a bargain 
for years," Selectman Henry said. "Our collection and 
disposal costs remain very, very low." 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Don Torres of 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water District to discuss 
an unanticipated increase in district bonding. According 
to Mr. Torres, because of a hike in the cost for materials 
— specifically copper — it has added another $285,000 to 
Marion's share of the water system buildout, or about 10 
cents per cubic foot to the average water user's rate. 

Patrick O'Neale of Tata and Howard next noted 
they received bids for the Benson Brook water tank and 
water line contracts, and the low bidder for the tank at 
$1.9 million was Chicago Bridge and Iron, while the low 
bid for the water line was Aqualine Utility at $286,000. 
The board unanimously voted to award both contracts to

June 19, 2006

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, June 19 at 6:52 
pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the July 
12 meeting — both Executive and Open Sessions — and 
then met with Town Treasurer Naida Parker regarding the 
proposed closing of Town Hall on Monday, July 3. 

"I understand there's been a discussion about 
(taking July 3) off," said Town Treasurer Naida Parker. 
"But with payroll and direct deposit, we'll have to notify 
the bank the previous Wednesday. And I'm going to be 
away (the first week of July)."

"We have 3500 volunteers across the country,"

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 

require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

by MGL Chapter 80, S.13, the other being a flat 5 percent rate. 
This option allows the rate to be 2 percent above the SRF (State 
Revolving Fund) rate. The SRF rate is 0 percent, i.e. interest-free, 
except that Marion dropped the ball on the amount needed and 
had to secure funds beyond SRF at a non-zero rate. The resul- 
tant blended rate is/ was 0.33 percent. So, 2.0 percent plus 0.33 
percent gives us 2.33 percent. Good Q is where the additional 2 
percent charged to "skewerees" is going. 

Check with the Division of Local Services. The above 
bill number was provided by Governor Mitt Romney's office.

proposing an environmental restoration project at Bird 
Island in Marion. 

Bird Island provides critical nesting habitat for 
about 22 percent of the northeast population of Roseate 
Terns, which are listed as Endangered at both the Federal 
and State levels of jurisdiction. "Roseate Terns are listed as 
Endangered principally because of range contraction and 
secondarily because of declining numbers," said biolo- 
gist Judith Johnson, of the Corps' New England District, 
Engineering /Planning Division. "Few suitable Roseate 
Tern nesting sites exist in Massachusetts or within the 
Northeast region as a whole. As a result, terns are highly 
concentrated into just a few sites." 

This concentration increases their vulnerability to 
threats such as habitat loss, oil spills, severe predation and 
storm events, and disease. "It is imperative that suitable 
nesting sites be restored and maintained so that as many 
alternate sites as possible are available in order to buffer 
the terns in case major threats materialize," Ms. Johnson 
said. "Loss of even one primary Roseate Tern nesting is- 
land could have severe consequences for this endangered 
population. The restoration of Bird Island presents an op- 
portunity to substantially increase the northeast popula- 
tion of Roseate Terns." 

Two Corps authorities are potentially applicable 
to the project: the Aquatic Ecosystem Restoration Author- 
ity and the Beneficial Uses of Dredged Material Authority. 

Bird Island measures approximately 3 acres in 
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size, of which 1.5 acres of the island is above the elevation 
of the Mean Spring High Water tide. The island is sur- 
rounded by a deteriorating revetment, which has allowed 
waves to erode its surface, lowering the ground elevation 
and changing it from sand and gravel with low herba- 
ceous vegetation to salt marsh and salt pannes. 

"This habitat alteration has reduced the area 
available for tern nesting," said project manager Larry 
Oliver, of the Corps' New England District, Engineer- 
ing/Planning Division. "The limited nesting area on Bird 
Island forces Roseate Terns to compete with Common 
Terns, its nesting associate, which is also listed as a Spe- 
cies of Special Concern in Massachusetts. 

"The objectives of this project are to reverse the

deterioration at Bird Island and to increase the island's 
stability in order to increase numbers and productivity of 
both species of terns there," Mr. Oliver said. "This habi- 
tat restoration project is considered essential to meet the 
short- and long-term goals of the Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife Buzzards Bay tern restoration 
program and would be an important step in meeting the 
goals of the Federal Recovery Plan for the Northeastern 
population of the Roseate Tern." 

Restoring the revetment has the added benefit of 
protecting the historic Bird Island lighthouse, a supple- 
mental goal of the proposed project. Revetment and Nest- 
ing Habitat Restoration (Alternative C) is the recommend- 
ed plan. Restoring the stone revetment would stabilize 
the shorefront and attenuate wave energy, protecting the 
island from all but extreme storm waves and reduce the 
rate of erosion of upland material. Sand from dredging 
the Cape Cod Canal Hog Island Channel, or other source, 
would be placed in the eroded and scoured areas inside 
the revetment. This material would restore appropri- 
ate substrates for nesting terns outside the range of tidal 
influence. 

The restored nesting areas would improve and 
expand Common Tern nesting areas within the revetment, 
reducing Common Tern encroachment into the higher 
elevation. Roseate Tern nesting areas. The project would 
allow the Roseate Tern population to increase without 
adversely affecting the Common Tern populations. 

Based on average tern densities on Bird Island 
from 2001 to 2005 (provided by the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Fisheries and Wildlife), Bird Island currently sup- 
ports 750 Roseate Tern nesting pairs and 1,900 Common 
Tern nesting pairs. The proposed restoration alternative 
would provide a suitable substrate to increase the number 
of Roseate Tern nesting pairs to an estimated 1,157 and in- 
crease Common Tern nesting pairs to an estimated 2,893. 

"Three alternatives, including the No Action Al- 
ternative, were considered to restore tern-nesting habitat 
on Bird Island," Mr. Oliver said. Under the No Action 
Alternative, the island would lose at least 0.5 additional 
acres of suitable nesting area over the next 50 years. Un- 
der the second alternative (Alternative B), the revetment

would be restored in the same general location to protect 
and maintain the existing 1.5 acres of suitable tern nest- 
ing habitat; however, no restoration of eroded substrates 
would be conducted. 

The third alternative (Alternative C) involves 
stabilizing the revetment in the same general location and 
restoring just over one-half acre of substrate landward of 
the revetment, which would provide 2.2 acres of suit- 
able nesting habitat. Restored substrates in combination 
with management practices, including placement of nest 
boxes, would allow the Roseate Tern population to be 
maintained and eventually increase without adversely 
affecting the Common Tern populations. "Alternative C 
provides a suitable substrate to increase the number of 
nesting pairs of Roseate Terns and Common Terns consis- 
tent with project goals and was therefore determined to be 
the recommended plan," Mr. Oliver said. 

Two other alternatives, aimed at expanding the 
island by 1 and 2 acres respectively, were eliminated from 
detailed evaluation in the report because of their potential 
impacts to aquatic habitats. 

Roseate Terns are very sensitive to disturbance 
during their nesting season and therefore, no construction 
activities will be scheduled on the island from April 7 to 
September 7 in any year. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service provided con- 
currence that the proposed project is likely to have only 
beneficial effects on the Roseate Tern and therefore, no

Nacho Chefse

Nacho Libre. Starring Jack Black and Ana de 
la Reguera. Directed by Jared Hess. Running 
time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Question: Why would smart guys like Jack Black, 
director Jared Hess {Napoleon Dynamite), and screen- 
writer Mike White {Chuck & Buck, School of Rock) 
make a dumb wrestling comedy ? Answer: Because they 
wanted to, and because Nacho Libre isn't as dumb as 
it seems. Less concerned with slapstick than with the 
sort of bizarre deadpan laughs that were Hess 's stock in trade in Napoleon 
Dynamite, the new film isn't nearly as quotable as anything else these 
three have been involved with. (Though the line about men sometimes 
wearing stretchy pants in their rooms for fun deserves a mention.) It's an 
odd duck — the moments of physical humor you've seen in the ads are 
surrounded by dead air. Hess has the most languid sense of comic timing 
since Bill Murray at his peak. 

Nacho Libre finds Black as Ignacio, or "Nacho," a friar at a remote 
Mexican monastery who cooks for the orphans but harbors dreams of 
being a great luchador. Nacho has the build for it, but not the skills. He 
gets a neighborhood thief named Esqueleto (Hector Jimenez), who's as 
bony as Nacho is fleshy, to train with him as his partner. Nacho's goal, 
aside from the glory of hearing thousands of fans yelUng his name, is to 
raise money for the monastery and perhaps win the heart of the comely 
Sister Encarnacion (Ana de la Reguera), the orphans' new teacher. 

Aside from Black and Peter Stormare in a truly weird cameo as 
some sort of gum who encourages Nacho to drink eagle yolk, most of 
the cast of Nacho Libre is Mexican. I've seen some rumbling, based on 
this film and the famous Pedro in Napoleon Dynamite, that Jared Hess is 
a racist, specifically against those of Latino extraction. Actually, the least 
ridiculous people in Napoleon Dynamite were non-white — including 
Pedro (why else do you think everyone wore "Vote for Pedro" shirts for 
a while?) — and nobody in Nacho Libre is ridiculed for being Mexican. 
The movie's basic plot could've unfolded anywhere, but Hess wanted to 
capture the colorful and specific tone of lucha litre, the heavy masked 
wrestlers sweating all over each other. Visually, it's an injection of sci-fi 




superheroics into an already vibrant culture. It made me want to find a 
copy of Wrestling Women Vs. the Aztec Mummy, a film that could emerge 
from no other land. 

Jack Black is strongly American and modem (the latter is the main 

reason he didn't quite work for me in King Kong), and here he is in a vil- 
lage seemingly out of time, with a barely passable accent. Yet somehow 
the performance comes off; it fits the general play-acting vibe of the film. 
He's never quite Nacho; he's never not Jack Black. It's as if someone had 
said "Wouldn't it be cool if we took this lucha libre flick and stuck Jack 
Black into it?" and then actually did it. When Black gets his music mojo 
working — once when improvising at a party, once when sharing a song 
he wrote about his beloved Encamacion — it doesn't take you out of the 
movie as much as it would if there were more of a pretense that Black is 
acfijally supposed to be Nacho. In his two films so far, Jared Hess goes 
beyond irony into a sort of meta-comedy. I don't quite know what's going 
on under the surface and I don't think Hess knows either. 

The pleasures of Nacho Libre are in the details — Esqueleto's addic- 
tion to com on the cob dusted with chili powder; the somberly funny way 
Nacho and Encamacion munch toast together; the use of Os Mutantes' 
gaily lurching "Bat Macumba" to underscore a bit with Nacho's robe on 
fire. Underneath it all is a kind of deadpan joy — familiar to those who 
cackled at Napoleon Dynamite dancing to get votes for Pedro. Nacho Libre 
is a film that Napoleon, with his affection for ninjas and his drawings of 
Ugers, would pay to see — or maybe even make himself. Hess's movies 
are like the unassuming but ambitious doodles that kids Uke Napoleon 
or the young Nacho draw in their notebooks. I'll be curious to see what 
Hess doodles next.

With the not-so-surprising news that Marion Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan will be stepping down from his 
post this week hot on the heels of the announcement that 
Town Clerk/Treasurer/Tax Collector Debra M. Blanchette 
has likewise accepted a job with the Town of Barnstable, I 
think it's time to weigh in on the past two years of discontent, 
disorder and disarray the otherwise idyllic Town of Marion 
has had to endure ... and, in my opinion, needlessly so. 

I won't be the one to cast the first stone here — I think 
there are plenty of Marionites already filling the role of "an- 
gry mobsters" nicely — but 1 think it needs to be said that 
people on all sides of this petty, ego-driven bit of schoolyard 
bullying have taken things way too far and only managed 
to draw attention away from the things that really should 
matter. 

You know, like the day-to-day governing of the Town 
of Marion, for example. 

And for people who are expected to be public servants, I 
think they've acted more like ^e// servants ... because every 
argument came down to what they wanted or we wanted ... 
what he said or she said. 

Granted, there have been some well-intentioned and 
devoted Marion public officials who tried to keep things on 
track only to get caught in the crosshairs . . . former Selectman 
David Pierce and ousted Harbormaster Charles Bradley are 
just two names that immediately come to mind. 

But there were also those who blindly let the situation 
dictate their reactions instead of being more proactive when 
things began to spin out of control. Voters with the benefit 
of long memories may have something to say about that in 
subsequent elections, as well they should. 

I guess what really disappoints and upsets me is how 
everyone at the highest levels of the Marion Town House 
remained stubbornly defiant to what some might deem a 
simple matter of interoffice politics ... and 1 use that latter 
term in the more generic fashion. Instead of simply dealing 
with this one-on-one — and 1 point the bloated finger of 
blame at people on both sides of the Board of Health and 
Planning Board vs. Jack Dolan and the Board of Selectmen 
issue — the two divided camps opted to lob insults and ac- 
cusations at each other from across the schoolyard, waging 
a veritable war of words that wounded many. 



Couldn't anyone see this coming? 

Well, frankly, yes. I humbly suggest that I did. 

(Cue the Twilight Zone theme music, please.) 

Submitted for your approval: The man in the smart suit 
and tie sitting before the Board of Selectmen is one Jack 
Dolan, an attorney and current Town Administrator in 
nearby Westport. He has just been offered the same job in 
Marion, and although he initially accepts, he later declines 
the offer, leaving the Marion town officials drifting and 
floating into the outer limits of ... the Twilight Zone! 

That little scene happened not two years ago when Mr. 
Dolan was hired, but more like six years ago when he was 
first hired as Marion's Town Administrator in the wake of 
Ray Pickles' retirement. 

Yep, that meant Marion had to go through the whole, 
time-consuming interview process again to eventually hire 
former Town Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock. 

Now, in my fantasy book of Things You Shouldn 't Do 
As An Employer, Chapter 6 will clearly be devoted to never 
hiring, or 1 guess never re-hiring someone who previously 
left you in the lurch. 

Then, when Mattapoisett decided to hire their first-ever 
Town Administrator, lo and behold. Jack's back! Mr. Dolan 
interviewed for the position that would later become cur- 
rent Town Administrator Mike Botelho's during an open, 
televised Selectmen's meeting that resulted in this telling 
bit foreshadowing: although he was there to answer to his 
potential future employers, the Board of Selectmen, Mr. 
Dolan opted to turn his chair around to face the crowd and 
cameras ... clearly pitting his back to his would-be bosses.
